I conclude, that, a suffi- 
ciently detailed and well authenticated account of 
the existence of an individual, and of his posses- 
sion of the appropriate qualities, is all that is nec- 
essary to the production of complacency and de- 
light in my heart. There is another fact impor- | 
tant in this connection. The concurrence of my 
reason with my heart, is not indispensable to the | 
exercise of complacency and delight in an indi- 
vidual: I*may love an unworthy person, one 
whom f ought not. But, a perfect coincidence of 
my reason with my heart greatly angments and 
invigorates this complacency and delight. Again, 
I have met with those whose personal appearance 
was disagreeable to me, who yet possessed qual- 
ities which so won the approbation of both reason 
and heurt as to raise and perpetuate within me 
the complacency and delight of which I speak. 
In this case the qualities which | approve sustain 
within me complacency and delight in their pos- 
sessor in spite of the influence upon me of certain 
displeasing qualities. 

Ifthese premises are admitted, and I see not 
how they can well be denied, it follows, that my 
entire conviction of the existence, ina high de- 
gree, of certain qualities approved by my reason 
and heart, is all that is necessary to the produc- 
tion of that complacency and delight in the sup- 
posed individual, which 1s commonly called love. 
Assuming my conviction to be entire and perfect, 
my delight and complacency, in other words my 
love, must be in proportion to the degree in which 
these qualities exist, and to the accuracy of my 
knowledge of the same. 

Finding that not only is bodily presence not 
necessary, to the exercise of complacency and 
delight, but that I may, and do, exercise these to- 
wards individuals whose bodily presence is unac- 
ceptable, I conclude that not only is it possible to 
love God as I love a parent or other friend—if by 
the word as be intended, as sincerely, as tenderly, 
as fervently and as affectionately—but it is possi- 
ble, extremely practicable, and altogether natural 
to a renewed soul, to Jove God far more in all 
these respects than a parent, or other friend. Ew- 
ery quality capable of ministering to the produc- 
tion in me, as a Christian man, of complacency 
and delight, existing in God perfectly (in propor- 
tion to the purification, sanctitication and per- 
fection of my mind and heart) must of absolute 
and inevitable necessity conduct me to the exer- 
cise of the highest degree of love of which | am 
capable.

CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS CONDITION OF 
ITALY. 

The following letter from our correspondent, 
written at Athens, but relating principally to the 
civil and religions condition of Italy, will be read 
with great interest. Itshows what Popery is—and 
what its influence is where it has free scope. — 
Every intelligent and unbiased traveller who has 
been upon the ground, testifies substantially to the 


same thing. — Epis. Recorder. 
Artruens, Nov. 10, 1841. 
Dear Brethren,—I write from a place of rest— 
the first that I have found since I left England. 
The Christian society at this mission, and the re- 
newal of acquaintances formed many thousand 
miles distant, makes an unwilling wanderer al- 
most forget the sufferings of sickness and separa- 
tion from friends. The tree planted upon this 
spot by our church eleven years ago, is now rich- 
ly laden with the fruits of the gospel, and the 
Christian traveller sits under its branches with 
great delight. It is with some self-denial thatl 
defer until my next letter some facts and obser- 
vations respecting the state of things in this mis- 
sion, and generally, so far as I have been able to 
learn, inthe Greek Church. But I must give 
you, previously, some bricf notes taken in passing 
through Italy. 
The possessions of the Pope, of which Rome is 
the capital, are somewhat larger than the State of 
Maryland, containing @ population of more than 
three millions. Here, the papal system is devel- 
oped. The government is an absolute despotisw.

The Pope appoints the cardinals and the cardinals | 
appoint the Pope, whose willis law. His subjects 
have no voice whatever in the formation of the 
laws that govern them; being taxed and controll- 
ed in all respects at the sovereign’s pleasure. Ro- 
manisin in America is loud for liberty of opinion ;| 
a country where Protestants have made that right | 
inalienable. But what is that right where popery | 
is the legisletor? Should a citizen of the Ro-| 
man State declare that in his opinion the Bible} 


| teaches the doctrines of the Protestant Church, 


he would not be permitted even to escape from the | 
country, but would be contined in prison, and this | 
during life, unless he should recant. And hence 
it is that there is not a Protestant citizen in the} 
State. Politically, the people are slaves ; of which | 
of them are sensible, and who would as-| 
sert their liberty but for the fear of Austrian bay- 
onets, called in to support the tottering throne of | 
the Pope. The same is true of most of the petty | 
sovereigns of Italy, who trade away the liberties | 
of their people, and allow Austria to manage the | 
foreign relations as she pleases, upon considera- 
tion of being secured in their places. ‘The far- 


| ther to increase this security, they maintain large | 


armies, for which they have no use but to keep 
their own subjects in awe. Even the King of 
Greece, with less than a million of people, mise ra- | 
biy poor, keeps up a larger army than that of the 
United States; while the King of Naples, one 
fourth of whose subjects are beggars, has one of 
four times the number, 

The etiects of this system upon the prosperity 
of the people are every where visible. ‘The Com- 
merce of Rome, with a hundred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants, has degenerated into a petty traffic 
in statuary, mosaics, cameos, and fiddle strings. 
‘The interests of agriculture, trade, and education, 
are every where in a decayed state, notwithstand- 
ing all the advantages of soil and climate, and the 


The apologist for the obvious temporal degra- 
dation of the Ecclesiastical States ascribes it to 
* political” rather than religious causes, But who 
does not know that the politics of this State are 
completely subservient to its re ligion ? It is in 
fact, the religious despotism which make the pol- 
itics ofthe country what they are. 

But the design of this letter was rather to notice 
some facts immediately connected with religion. | 
‘The most superticial observer cannot fail to mark | 
the strong contrast between the religious appre ar-|

RICHARD BAXTER—A HAPPY MAN. 


The reader, perhaps, will smile to see the term, 
happy, used to describe the life of a man who was 
persecuted and imprisoned—who was engaged in 
perpetual controversies, endeavoring to reconcile 
the discordant elements which were brought to- 
gether in the ecclesiastical Councils of his tines, 
and who apparently had little rest till he found 
it in the grave. 

Before deciding that such a life must necessa- 
rily be unhappy, examine the following sketch, 
drawn by Baxter iimself. Asa picture of a hap- 
py man, it may challenge all human resources for 
an example to be compared with it. Philosophy 
and literature, may do much to improve us, but 
religion, true vital religion alone, can make us 
what Richard Baxter was—happy in all circum- 
stances, 

“'The undeserved mercy of God placed me, 
says he, in the best land onthe earth, and, [ think, 
in the best of ages which that land hath seen. 
Great mercy hath trained me up all my days, since 
I was 19 years of age, in the school of atflliction, 
to keep my sluggish soul awake in the constant 
expectation of iny change, and to kill my pride 
ard overvaluing of the world, and to lead all mv 
studies to the most necessary things, and asa 
spur to excite my soul to seriousness, and espe- 
cially to save me from supine, negleet and loss of 
tine, It was divine love and merey which made 
sacred truth so pleasant to me, that my lite hath 
been, (under all my intirmities,) alinost a constant 
recreation and delight in its discoveries, contem- 
plation and practical use. How happy a teacher 
have Thad! What excellent help, and sweet il- 
Jumpation! How far beyond my expectation 
hath divine merey encouraged me in my sacred 
work! How congruously did he choose every 
place of my ministration and habitation to this 
day, without my own forecast or seeking ! 

My library hath afforded me both protitable and 
pleasant company, and help at all times, whenev- 
er | would use them. I have dwelt among the 
shining lights whieh the learned, wise and holy 
men of all ayes have set up, and lett to illuminate 
the world. How many comfortable hours have I 
had in the society of living saints, and in the 
love of faithtu!l friends. How many joyful days 
have [ had in the solemn assemblies, where 
God had been worshipped in seriousness and 
alucrity, by concordant though imperfect saints, 

liow unworthy was such a sinful worm as I, 
(who never had any academical helps, nor much 
from the mouth of any teacher,) that books should 
become a great blessing to me: and that quite 
beyond my own intentions, God should induce or 
constrain me to provide any such help for others! 
Hiow unworthy that God should use me above 
forty years in so comfortable a work as to plead 
and write for love, peace and concord, and to 
vouchsafe tome so much success therem as he 
hath done! When T might not speak by my 
voice to any single congregation, he enabled me 
to speak by writing to many; and for the success 
of my plainest and most popular writings, which 
cost me least, 1 can never be sufficiently thank- 
ful. 

When [have been sent to the common jail for 
my service and obedience to him, he hath there 
kept me in peace and soon delivered me. He 
hath made the mouths of my greatest encinies, 
who have studied my defamation and my ruin, to 
become my compurgators and witnesses, and to 
cross their own designs, And ah! how many a 
danger, fear and pain hath he delivered this frail 
and languishing body trom! How oft hath he 
succored me, when flesh and heart have failed! 
He hath cured my coughs, and, many a time, 
stayed my flowing blood. He hath eased my 
pained limbs and supported a weary, macerated 
skeleton, He hath fetehed me from the jaws of 
death, and reversed the sentence which men 
have passed on me. How many thousand weary 
days have been sweetened with his pleasant 
work; and how many thousand painful weary 
nights have had a comfortable morning! How 
many strong and healthy persons have been taken 
away by death, while | have been upheld under 
all this weakness! Since the day that I first 
preached his Gospel, I expected not, for a long 
ume, to live above a year, and I have lived, since 
then, hiity years, 

My relations have been comfortable to me, con- 
trary to my deserts, and much beyond my expec- 
tations. My servants have been faithful; my 
neighbors have been kind, my enemies have bee n 
impotent, harmless or profitable; my superiors 
have honored me by their respectful words. ‘To 
my inferiors God hath made me in my low capac- 
ity, somewhat helpful. [have been protected in 
ordinary health and safety, when the raging pes- 
tilence came near my habitation, and consumed a 
hundred thousand citizens. My dwelling hath 
been safe when I have seen the glory of the 
land in flames, and after beheld the dismal ruins. 

When violence separated me from my too 
much beloved library, and drove me into a smoky 

use, | never had more help of God, nor more 
difficult work than here. 

hivery place that | have lived in, was a place of 
divine love, which there set up its binding monu- 
ments. Every year and hour of my hfe hath 
been a time of love; and every friend and every 
neighbor, yea, every enemy, have been messen- 
gers and instruments of love; every state and 
change of my life, notwithstanding my sin, hath 
opened to me treasures and mysteries of love. 

These, all these, and very many more than 
these, are my experience of that wondrous mercy 
which hath measured my pilgrimage and filled up 
my days. Never did God break his promise with 
me: never did he fail me, nor forsake me. Had 
I not provoked bim by rash and wilful sinning, 
how little interruption of my peace and comforts 
had l ever been likely to have had. And shall I 
now distrust him at the last? Shall I not trust, 
and quietly trust, that infinite wisdom, love and 
power, which I have so long trusted and found so 
good ”

ARRIVAL or THE CoLuMBia at Hairax, ann 
or tne Unicorns at THIs Port: Tuinreen Days 
Later rrom Excraxp.—At6 o'clock on Friday 
morning, the steamer Columbia, Capt. Judkins, ar- 
rived at Halifax, afler a passage of twenty days and 
fifteen hours. She left Liverpool on the 4th inst. 
and encountered a series of unusually terrific 
storms. On the 15th inst. in lat. 44 33, lon. 54 04, 
at7 P.M. the intermediate shaft broke, and the 
engine stopped. The floats were then stripped off 
the wheels and sail made, with which she conclud- 
ed the passage, except a few hours previous to her 
arrival, when the starboard engines were put in 
motion to bring her imo port. Her arrival was 
hailed with the utmost enthusiasm. She brought 
thirty-five passengers for Boston and four for Hali- 
fax, who are unanimous in her praise as a sea boat of 
the first quality. Her mails and passengers were 
immediately shifted on board the Unicorn, and on 
the same afternoon were on their passage fur Bos- 
ton. The Unicorn was telegraphed on Sunday 
evening, ubout 6 o'clock, and arrived in gallant 
style at her moorings about 7. 

Among the passengers is the Hon. 8S. Cunard. 

By this arrival we have Liverpool papers to the 
4th, and London papers to the ev ening of the 3rd 
inst.

Wasuineton, March 26, 1842. 

Dear Sir,—On Monday, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, after several petitions, and memorials 
had been presented, Mr. Giddings of Ohio offered 
a series of resolutions in relation to the case of the 
Brig Creole, which, on account of the interest they 
have excited in Congress, I will give to your read- 
ers in full. They are as follows: 

Resolved, That prior to the adoption of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, each of the several States, com- 
posing this union, exercised full and exclusive ju- 
risdiction over the subject of slavery within its own 
territory, and possessed full power to continue or 
abolish it at pleasure. 

Resolved, That by adopting the Constitution no 
partof the aforesaid powers were delegated to the 
Federal Government, but were reserved, by and 
still pertain to each of the several States. 

Resolved, That by the 8th section of the Ist Ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, each of the several states 
surrendered to the Federal Government all juris- 
diction over the subjec:s of commerce and naviga- 
tion upon the high seas. 

Resolved, That slavery, being an abridgement of 
the natural rights of man, can exist only by force 
of positive municipal law, and is necessarily confi- 
ned to the territorial jurisdiction of the power crea- 
ting it. 

Resolred, That when a ship belonging to the 
citizens of any state of this Union leaves the wa- 
ters and territory of such State and enters upon the 
high seas, the persons on board cease to be subject 
to the slave laws of such State, and thenceforth are 
governed in their relations to each other by, and 
are amenable to, the lawsofthe U. 8. 

Resolved, That when the brig Creole, on her late 
passage for New-Orleans, left the territorial juris- 
diction of Virginia, the slave laws of that State 
ceased to have jurisdiction over the persons on 
board said brig, and such persons became amer 
ble only to the laws of the United States 

Resolred, That the persons on board said brig, 
inresuming their natural rights of personal liberty 
violated no law of the U. S., incurred no legal 
penalty, and are justly liable to no punishment

Rieats oF a Bayxrurt’s Wire.—The decision | 
of Judge Story in a recent case of Bankruptcy, | 
touching the claims of a bankrupt’s creditors over | 
the personal property of the wife, has only been} 
partially stated in several papers. The case and) 
opinion as we find them noted in the Boston Atlas, | 
are substantially these :—The petition of a bank-| 
rupt set forth that he had given his wife some years 
ago a watch, and that her friends had given her 
other articles of jewelry. All these articles the as- 
signee claimed for the creditors. Judga Story de- 
cided that the watch having been bought with the 
husband's money, formed a part ofthe personal es- 
tate, like any personal estate, she may have had 
previous to her marriage, and the creditors were 
entitled tot. But the gifts of friends for her own 
use or ornament, could not be attached by credi- 
tors. In the case also of the sons of a bankrupt 
having watches for which he had paid in part 
only, Judge Story decided that creditors had a 
claim upon them to the amount so paid by the fa- 
ther, and on proper notice they might sel! their in- 
terest.
